DIETZ'S DAUGHTER 
| TAKEN T0-TRAIN 
INDER A GUARD 


Deputies Fear Dam Defender 
Will Try. to Avenge Shoot- 
ing of Girl.

‘WINTER, Wis., Oct. 3—Myra Dietz, 
2i-year-old daughter of John Dietz, 
who was shot Saturday when Sheriff 
Madden and two deputies fired on the 
Dietz children as they were driving to 
this town, was carrfed on a cot to the 
baggawe car of a train bound for a 
Chippewa Falla.hospital today. 

A score of special deputy sheriffs, 
armed with rifles, stood about the train 
watching for John Da.etz, who had 


‘threatened to come and prevent the of- 


ficers from taking his daighter away. 
The girl’s condition is reported to be the 
same as last night, although her 
wounds are more serious than first re- 


ported. 


John Dietz is expected here any min- 
ute. 

Sheriff Madden's order of martial law 
is still in force, although he is not at- 
tempting to prevent the sending of 
press dispatches as he did Saturday. 

Every able-bodied man in Winter and 
the surrounding country has.been sworn 
in as a deputy sheriff and Winter and 
all roads approaching the town are 
guarded by men armed with rifles,

TRAIL OF PAPER 
LEADS T0-SAFE 
IN VACANT LOT 


Was Stolen in St. Louis 
June 4. 





A trail of warranty deeds, promissory 
notes, insurance policies and deeds of 
trust, scattered through vacant lots in 
Walnut Park led to the recovery of a 
steel safe weighing 700 pounds which had 
been stolen from Joseph Giola’s saloon 
by burglars Juhe 4 last. 

Alfred McLain of 2660 East Union ave- 
nue.found a warranty deed at'the ruoad- 
side on Bircher road. Lying in the 
weeds a few feet distance was another 
deed. Nearby, McLain: picked.up papers 
until ‘he had accumulated three deeds, 
six deeds of trust, 67 insurance policies 
and one promissory note. In a ditch a 
few feet from the last paper he found 
the safe, which had been battered open. 

McLain turned the papers over to the 
police. Gioia identified the safe and 
papers. Two deeds of trust still are 
missing. 

Until Saturday the weeds in the vacant 
plot had been six feet high. A gang of 
city laborers cut the weeds Saturday, 
but made no report of the stranded safe. 

Gioia’s saloon at 5256 Patterson ave- 
nue was robbed on the night of June 4. 
After taking the money from the cash 
register the burglars~ loaded the safe 
in a wagon. The police followed the 
wagon tracks until they were lost in

IS EXISTING ON 
lo MEALS A DAY 


| Baby Emperor's Uncle Some- 


times Manages to Worry 
Along on a Snack an Hour. 


WORE HOBBLE PANTS 
Pale Blue Trousers, Seen 


During St. Louis -Visit, 
Had Ankle Rings. 





Prince Tsai Hsun, uncle of Hsuan 
Tung, China’s infant Emperor, spent 
62 minutes in St.. Louis. Monday, be- 


tween meals. 

Sixty-two minutes is about as long 
as His Imperial Highnegs ever spends 
anywhere between meals, for meal- 
time with the Prince comes about 
once an hour when he is awake. Fif- 
teen *meals a day is the Prince’s 
average,.accofding to his attendants, 
and he exceeded this schedule on the 
trip of his special train from Wash- 
ington to St. Louls. 

Cantaloupe, which the Prince first 
tasted in San Francisco a few weeks 
ago, is his favorite order. The cook 
on his diner is likely to be called 
from his sleep at 2 or 3 o'clock any 
morning with an order to serve an 
extra big portion of Rocky Ford fruit 
in the private car of His Highness. 

Only One Can Address Him. 

The Prince’s special, which arrived in 
Union Station at 11:58 a. m., departed 
at 1 p. m. for Kansas City. It con- 
sisted of a baggage car, the busy diner, 
a sleeper for the Prince’s suite of a 
dozen, and the Prince’s own coach, 
which is Charles M. Schwab's special 
car Loretto, loaned for the tour of the 
United States. 

Into the Prince’s Yar no other person 
may enter save His Excellency, Chow 
Tadchi, imperial counselor. He has the 
exalted privilege of entering the car 
when he is sent for, of taking a seat 
when he is asked to, and even of speak- 
ing after he has been duly spoken to. 

That is a loftier Hberty than any 
other of the party enjoys. The’ rest 
of the travelers are Vice-Admiral Soh 
Cheh Ping of the Chinese Navy; Capts. 
Tseo Yu Ying, Tsang Yu Cheng, Chu 
Chen Tang, Tseng Chu Yi and Lin Tao 
Lun; Tutor Chaio Ho Ling of the im- 
perial family and three secret service 
men—Li Hing Ho, Chang Pu Ching and 
Hing Pah King. * 

Everyone in the party wore the flow- 
ing robes of the Flowery Kingdom, but 
the center of admiration was the black 
velvet cap of the Prince. In the front 
of the cap, occupying the place of a 
headlight, gleamed an eight-karat -dia- 
mond. 

The Prince’s robe was of black velvet, 
and was partly covered by an outer 
cloak of light silk. Baggy pantaloons of 
pale blue silk were encircled at the ex- 
tremities by ankle rings, giving a hob- 
ble-skirt effect. 

Only One Handshake. 

The only committee which met the 
‘Prince’s party was composed of local 
Chinese, members of the Chinese Re- 
form Association. The Prince did not 
deign to shake hands even with their 
spokesman, but bowed a lofty how-de-do 
and. shook his own hands in slow and 
dignified fashion. 

Fred C. Hussman, superintendent of 
police property, who is the possessor of 
a badge conferred ‘on him by Hmpress 
An, got near enough to the Prince to 
exhibit it, and was rewarded with a, 
handshake, believed to have been the 
only on® that anybody in St. Louis got. 


Wanted to See Laborers’ Homes 
The local committee had a line of au- 


tomobiles for the party, but the P#ince 
had ordered one for himself by wire, 
and got into it after having first been 
escorted to the one in which the com- 
mittee planned to take him. 

In riding through the principal resi- 
dence streets, the Prince remarked that 
he had seen fine houses elsewhere. 

What he wanted to see, he said, was 
a specimen street of dwellings of the 
working class. Such a street was point- 
ed out from a short distance, and he 
expressed pleasure with its appearance. 

“What has become of the World's 
Fair buildings?’ was about the only 
question he asked: ‘Too bad,’’ he re- 
marked when told of their demolition. 

The Prince spoke to others only 
through his trusty counselor, Crow. In 
speaking, he addressed Chow and not 
the ultimate consumer of the conversa- 
tion. 

Speaking in this manner, the Prince 
confirmed the statement, made in an 
Associated Press dispatch, that he had 
bought two battleships in Pittsburg for 
his government. The price named in the 
dispatch was $15,000,000. 

“They are to be training ships for 
Chinese youth,”’ he said. 

As a message to St. Louls, the Prince 
said through Chow, “Wishing you good 
health, bring greetings from the Em- 
peror and the Kingdom to St. Louls and 
the United States.”’ 

On his return to the station a few 
minutes before 1 p. m., the Prince ex- 
presséd the opinion that the part of St. 
|Louls he had seen impressed him more 
favorably than New York or Chicago. 

“His Highness has not been impressed 
With the women he has seen in Ameri-‘ 
ca,” said Chow. The Prince its 9 years 
old. ‘ih |

For routing two burglars by point- 
ing an unloaded revolver at them 
and threatening to shoot in defense 
of his mother and sister, Edward 
Tcman, 11 years old, has been voted 
a hero by those who live in the 
neighborhood of his home at 1766 Mis- 
souri avenue, 

Edward's father was away from 
home when the burglars visited the 
heuse Saturday night, presumably for 


the purpose ot robbing a safe which 
ecntains funds of a lodge of which 
Toman is treasurer. — 

In her eXcitement when she heard 
the burglars rummaging about the 
room which contained the safe, Mrs. 
William Kohler, Edward's sister, put 
her two @tamond rings in her mouth. 
When she saw Edward flourish the 
revolver at the burglars she gasped 
and almost swallowed the jewels. 

Boy Gets Revolver. 

Mrs. Toman and Mrs. Kohler had re- 
tired in a room adjoinmg the dining 
room, where the lodge funds are kept. 
Edward was in his room on the same 
floor. 

Awakened by a noise, Mrs. Toman 
sat up and listened. She heard someone 
mount the stairs which lead from the 
basement to the dining room. She 
awakened Mrs. Kohler and Edward, In 
the dining room they heard footsteps 
and whispered’ conversation, 

Mrs. Kohler, who is convalescent. from 
typhoid fever, left the bed for the first 
time in weeks and seized her rings. ~ 

Tip-toeing to the dresser in: his moth- 
et’s room, Edward took the empty re- 
volver from a drawer. He/stood close 
to the door of the darkened ‘dining toom' 
and counterfeiting a deep manly voice 
as best he could, he said: 

.“I’m going to shoot.’’ 

Boy Leaps From Window, 

There was a scurrying of feet in the 
dining room. 

Knowing that ais threat had had ef- 
fect, Edward planned to capture the 
robbers. 

He jumped from a bedroom window 
into the yard and ran to a barber shop 
a block away, where. his father was 
being shaved. J 

With a part of his beard remaining, 
Toman jumped from the chair and ac- 
companied the boy back to the house. 
The burglars had escaped by way of 
a dining-room window.

REWARDS INCREASED 


Explosive Like T hat Found 
in Residence Traced to Two 
Men Who Are Sought 


By Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES,’ Cal., Oct. 3.—Stirred 
by the fact that the bomb explosion 
which wrecked the Times plant and 
killed 21 men, and subsequent attempt- 
ed dynamiting outrages, has created an 
emergency with which the police force is 
finding itself unable to cope, the City 
Council passed an emergency ordinance 
at a special meeting today which au- 
thorized the immediate appointment of 
40 additional patrolmen, 10 sergeants and 
one lieutenant. 

These men will be used to hunt down 
and imprison or drive out of the city 
men who have been known to express 
commendation of acts of violence and 
others who have been in trouble wit? 
the police department since the labor 
troubles in Los Angeles several ~~ 
ago. 

A proposal was also discussed to raise 
the city’s reward for the detection of 
the bomb conspirators from $10,000 to 
$25,000. It was determined to make the 
reward $10,000 for the detection of each 
conspirator. To the city’s reward was 
added today an offer from the County 
Board of Supervisors, which will be 
$10,000 or more. The amount will be 
fixed at a meeting of the supervisors 
later today. It was the intention of the 
supervisors to make the county offer 
of reward equal to that of the city. 
Hence .it probably will be $10,000 for

Very few of the many thousands of 
persons who nightly attend the moving 
picture shows and see the words, “Li- 
censed by the National Board of Cen- 
sorship,’’ flashed on the screen at the 
end of a film know what the sentence 
means. They have a vague idea that 
the film has undergone someé sort of 
scrutiny. They do not know whether 


done, except as they judge from the film 
that has just been shown. . 


reality a seal of respectability, for the 
National Board of Censorship does its 
work well and the films that receive 
the approbation of the board are sup- 
posed to have had all objectionable fea- 
tures removed, if there were dny that 
needed removal. 
Seal Has a Value, 

The People’s Institute of New York 
started the censorship. The National 
Now it is 
censoring 90 per cent of the films that 
are put on the circuits, most of the 
manufacturers voluntarily offering their 
films to be passed on because they ap- 
preNate the value of the seal of re- 
spectayility which the approval of the 
censors gives. ; 

Twice a week, on Mondays and Fri- 
days, the censorship committee meets 
to pass on the films. Along with the 
various films each manufacturer is en- 
titled to send a representative to present 
arguments in his favor should objec- 
tion be made by the censors. | 

Before a film is shown printed cards 
are passed around to the censors, On 
them may be registered either absolute 
approval or disapproval, or any features 
that might be considered doubtful or ob- 
jectionable noted. 

If there are all approvals, the film is, 
of course, passed without further ado. 
If there are all rejections, it is,.with as 
little ado, thrown out. 
tain parts come in for either absolute 
disapproval or doubt as to their advisa- 
bility, the manufacturer's repregentative 
puts forth his argument. for allowing 
the film to.stand as it is. If the censors 
are convinced as to the justice of his 
logic, the film is’ passed. Otherwise, 
such portion# as they object to must 
either be stricken out entirely or modi- 
fied according to their suggestions. 

In practice the manufacturers find that 
the best means of avoiding trouble ia to 
secure the ideas of the censors before 
the film is produced. It is possible to 
do this, because a scenario is made out 
for each film, just as if a drama were 
to be presented at a theater. 

To produce these picture plays, reg- 
ular companies of actors are formed, 
just as if they were: io have speaking 
parts in a theater. Their parts are 
made out for them, and they are coached 
—not in words, but in actions. 

Sees Father Kiss Maid. 

Now. the careful manufacturer sends 
his scenarios to the censors for approv- 
al, or for modification, if considered 
necessary. Of course, when the film is 
displayed, the censors may still -object 
to some scenes, if they are in any way 
suggestive. Still, the probability of se- 
vere criticism is greatly lessened. 

In general, the censors try to elim- 
inate everything that would lead the 
minds, particularly of children, into 
things criminal and immoral. For in- 
stance, a funny French film shows a 
child catching her father kissing a pret- 
ty maid, and accepting a bribe to keep 
silence. It is immediately thrown out. 
notwithstanding it probably cost $2000.

the composing room of a great metro- 
politan daily just as the paper is going 
to press at midnight, marks the vivid 
climax of this stage picturing of news- 
paper incident and newspaper char- 
acter. 

Its setting is perhaps as complete and 
lifelike as ts possible to the stage. It 
is not an absolutely comprehensive 
painting of the scene attempted. Nev- 
ertheless, an audience seeing it, sees 
in effect the full and throbbing life of 
the moment which it is supposed to 
chronicle, 

In the character of Wheeler Brand, 
the young managing editor who is the 
central figure of the play’s story, one 
sees the best type of the newspaper 
man of today. This is the newspaper 
man whose first article of faith declares 
that a newspaper’s only warrant for 
being is that it shall at all times render 
faithful, fearless and scrupulously hon- 
est public service. 

Joseph Medill Patterson has held 
Wheeler Brand unswervingly loyal to 
this cardinal principle of his newspaper 
creed. Therefore, he makes him true 
to type—exactly as his predecessor, who 
suppresses a certain trde story because 
the newspaper’s big advertisers demand 
its suppression, is true to type. The 
good and the evil of newspaper life, as 
I have already said, are shown in this 
play. 

The play’s author is entirely consist- 
ent, too, in compelling Wheeler Brand 
to publish, regardless of consequences 
to himself, the true story exposing the 
venality of Judge Bartelmy of the Unit- 
ed States Court. 

This crowning climax of “The Fourth 


Estate’s’’ story, was logically inevitable, 


keeping in mind the things for which 
Wheeler Brand stood. 

He knew that Judge Bartelmy was a 
corrupt and corrupting judge. 

He had in his possession the facts 
warranting the publication of this truth. 

He knew that the public should know 
the truth. 

He knew that any paper which should 
refuse to publish this truth, having in 
its hands full confirmation, would that 
instant fail in the performance of a 
-newspaper’s highest duty, that of pub- 


‘He service. 


Therefore Wheeler Brand sent to press 
the front page of The Advance, upon 
which was told in full the shame of 
Judge Bartelmy’s betrayal of his sacred 
trust as a guardian of justice, and fear- 
lessiy faced whatever penalty it might 
be his to pay for this performance of 
his newspaper duty. . 

And the final curtain of The Fourth 
Estate” falls upon this scene. 

The play had held its audience gripped 
with interest. 

And that which most delighted my 
soul was that. the audience unerringly 
discerned the bigness and vitality of the 
principle which Wheeler. Brand em- 
bodied, and made tremendously em- 
phatic its popular indorsement of that 
principle.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


I left St. Louis a year ago for the “played out 
East.” I find wages for clerks and bookkeepers 
as good and vugually better than are paid in St. 
Louis. In Washington one does not have to sub- 
mit to the Terminal Railroad engine smoke and 
sleeprkilling whistling of their locomotives in the 
city limits. Besides, the railroad right-of-way is 
kept clean and is a delight to the eye instead 
of the inferno seen in Mill Creek Valley, St. 
Louis. .No whip-wielding hucksters nor joy-rid- 
ing chicken farmers encumber the streets in 
Washington, but then Washingtonians haven't 
that priceless boon, “home rule.” -If they had, 
undoubtedly Mr. Insurance President’s son and 
Mr. Voter Boozer could do here as in St. Louis. 

Another good thing I find on the job here is the 
pure food law, which ig looked after by Doc. 
Wiley personally. All grocery stores and restaur- 
ants must display a placard stating what dairy 
and where located furnishes them with milk, and 
in addition the registered number of the dairy 
permit which is given the dairy after inspection. 
The beef sold in Washington is much superior to 
that of corresponding price in St. Louis, and the 


regulations for screening from flies and keeping 


stores and utensils clean are strict and enforced. 

There are 343 parks, large and small, in Wash- 
ington, and among the most beautiful now and 
in future potentialities is Potomac Park, which 
is an island in front of the city. The street car 
companies are controlled absolutely by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. All wires are in 
underground conduits like the old cable slots, ex- 
cepting in the suburbs, where they are overhead. 
Six tickets are sold for,a quarter. It is a very 
rare thing to see anyone standing on the cars. 
When a Japanese commission ,of business men 
were in Washington last spring they united in 
declaring that the most interesting thing they 
had seen in all America were the public conveni- 
ence stations in Washington.

Women the Higher Type 





Havelock Ellis’ “Man and Woman’’ as Reviewed by Collier’s. 


VERY INTERESTING VOLUME, called “Man and Woman,” by 
A HAVELOCK ELLIS, when it first appeared, 16 years ago, undertook 
to bring together the current scientific opinions on the topic of which 
it treats. The latest edition, bringing the conclusions fairly well up to 
date, is probably the best popular and summary exposition of the subject. 
It is a good book to read, for it not only gives information, but teaches in- 
tellectual caution and humility, showing how rash and shallow are many 
of our pseudo-scientific generalizations, and how various have been the 
spheres, occupations and relations of the sexes under varying customs and 
environments. The male is more variable from the type than the female, 
the explanation lying perhaps partly in his later development, partly in 
her more intimate connection with offspring. Women resemble children in 
various ways, as, for instance, in their diseases, it being easy to find diseas- 
es which are common in women and children and rare in men, but difficult 
to find any which are frequent in men and children and rare in women. In 
various physical characteristics, as her high voice, smooth face, and mary 
interior characteristics, woman resembles the child. Now what does this 
mean? The infant ape is much more like man than the adult ape is. In 
other words, the ape is higher in the line when he is born, and then, from 
the evolutionary point of view, he goes backward. The female ape changes 
less, remains nearer the infant type, and therefore is higher than the male. 
The human, likewise, is more like what a higher race would be, if one 
should be developed, along Darwinian lines, than either of his parents, but 
the woman is higher, from this biological standpoint, than the man. The 
child of many African races is scarcely, if any, inferior to the white child. 
Adaptation to his environment is a different thing. There the hairy, large- 
boned gorilla is ahead of his offspring, but not from the zoological point of 
view. DARWIN pointed out that zoological conservatism of the woman, 
which means that she, like the child, approximates more nearly the human 
type to which man is approaching. The large headed, delicate-faced, small- 
boned man of urban civilization is much nearer to the typical woman than 
is the savage. Industry; taking the place, of war, tends to make men more 
like women. “The hope of our future civilization lies in the development 
in equal freedom of both the masculine and the feminine elements in life,”
